The Span 
ish Counter-revolution, like the French and Russian 
Revolutions, was no exception.

for this diet-deficiency disease 


Seoure: of a million poor rural families in the 

South is pellagra, a diet-deficiency disease which 
strikes whites and blacks alike. Though scientists 
know that proper food can prevent this noncom- 
municable plague, at least 400,000 people a 
suffer from it. Subsisting on corn meal, salt pork 
and molasses during the winter, its victims go out to 
plow in spring, expose their skin to the hot Southern 
sun and break out in rashes and sores. If their diet 
is not corrected with green vegetables, milk and lean 
meat they get progressi weaker, suffer from a 
breakdown of the nervous system, eventually go in- 
Every year, 4,000 people in the U.S. die as a 
direct result of pellagra. Those who do not die are 
so weak as to be total economic losses. 

Year ago, University of Wisconsin scientists discov- 
ered that “blacktongue,” canine equivalent of pellag- 
ra, could be cured by nicotinic acid, now obtained 
from waste tobacco leaves. Last month Dr. David 
‘T. Smith and his wife Susan Gower Smith (left) of 
Duke University, reported that this acid brought 
about a spectacularly rapid recovery among pellag- 
ra patients. By taking injections or pills, patients 
who were near death recovered entirely in less than 
ten days. As important as the discovery to poor 
Southerners was the fact that nicotinic acid can be 
obtained at a cost of only 10¢ a gram. Taken in tiny 
doses this quantity of acid may even keep a pork- 
cornmeal-and-molasses-eating man in good health.
